“five  thousand  rupees  per  mensem”,  the  expression  “ten  thousand  rupees  per  mensem”, 
shall  be  substituted. 

6.  In  section  12-B  of  the  principal  Act,  in  sub-section  (1),  for  the  expression 
“ten  thousand  rupees  per  mensem”,  the  expression  “twelve  thousand  rupees  per  mensem” 
shall  be  substituted.
